The second annual report of A. W. 
Douglass, state entomologist, has been 
tiled with the Governor. 
The report 
shows that a wider scope of field work 
is being done, 
as well as a larger 
amount of work in the laboratory and 
among the nurseries of the state. 
The 
department has inspected many nurse­ 
ries during the 
year. 
Forty-nine 
have been certified by the department 
and certificates were refused seventeen. 
The value of the nursery stock 
sold 
duriug the year, amounted to 269,155. 
More than ten thousand acres are 
devoted to nurseries in the state ac­ 
cording to the report. 
Three new 
discases, have been discovered 
in the 
orchards. 
One, called “ apple blotch” 
which destroys the fruit as well as the 
tree. 
Another is a disease of cherry 
trees, while a third is a catalpa blight 
which the department is successfully 
handling. 
Much information is also 
given concerning insects which are 
found on plants and trees in this state.

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PARM AND HOME. 


When to Prune Grapes. 
The best tim** for the principal pron* 
of grape vines is soon 
after 
the 
leaves drop in autumn, hut pruning can 
be done at any time during the winter 
when the vines are not frozen. Summer 
pruning consists 
in 
pinching 
lateral 
branches in order to encourage the devel­ 
opment of the fruit and the hearing wood 
for the succeeding year. 
The pruning 
for the first two years m ust 
be 
done 
with reference to 
the 
system 
under 
which the vine is to he trained after it 
begins fruiting. 
During this time tho 
vine should become thoroughly estab­ 
lished.

A New Sheep Disease. 
The officials of the bureau of animal 
industry have a new field of activity 
through the announcement of a new* dis- 
ease discovered among 
the 
sheep 
of 
Wyoming known as the lip and leg dis 
ease. 
The complaint is known among 
scientists as neerohacillosis, hut with the 
advent of the ailment in Wyoming it 
was nicknamed lip and leg disease, be 
cause of the parts of the animal affected. 
It has no relation with th** hoof and 
mouth disease which raged in a number 
of the eastern states during the past 
year. 
Officials 
of 
th** department of 
agriculture say they are at a loss to 
know how the disease became so wide­ 
spread in Wyoming as. so far as know*n, 
it was not brought here from any other 
country. 
It is probable, they explain, 
that a single animal earn** into contact 
w ith other cattle in transportation, and 
that the others became infected in the 
cars where slight scratches of the skin 
are almost unavoidable,

Secretary 
Wilson’s orders eight 
counties of Wyoming have been placed 
under stringent quarantine, w'hich ef­ 
fectively shuts off trad** in cattle from 
the infected counties.

Bi m *- of depleted vitality are the 
ones generally attacked, so that addition 
of new, strong and healthy st*>ck is rec­ 
ommended. 
Some have tried introduc­ 
ing wild blood into their flocks. T re a t­ 
ment of sick birds has not proven very 
successful. 
Among the remedies m* *st 
recommended ar** sulphur, sulphate of 
Iron and quinine. 
Sulphur may la* given, 
five to ten grains being combined with 
One grain of sulphate of iron, and sul­ 
phate of quinine one grain,

sary that such treatm ent 
be repeated 
tw o or three time* a day anti continued 
for considerable time to secure results 
Inter Ocean.

Getting Rid of Stumps. 
Sine** the discovery of that region con­ 
stituting part of the present state of 
Washington the fir stum p has blocked 
the progress of civilization west of the 
Cascades, from Oregon to British 
Co­ 
lumbia. 
Science has found ways to span 
the sta te ’s rivers, tunnel its mountains 
and irrigate its deserts, hut until recent­ 
ly it has been unable to cope with the 
fir stump. 
Bulky, firm-rooted 
in 
the 
earth, ami so saturated with pitch th a t 
it will not decay, it has defied every­ 
thing but dynamite, and 
th at 
costs 
about $3 a stump, w*ith an equal amount 
to cover the expens*** of th** donkey en­ 
gine necessary to remove th** roots when 
th** main body of the stum p has been 
shattered. 
Clearly such a costly process 
cannot be used for agricultural purposes 
in a heavily timbered country.

when, three

A heifer thut fails to give milk 
is no better than a steer. 
You better 
get 
rid of her. 
It is barely possible 
thai this heifer the next time she fresh­ 
ens would give milk, and perhaps a fair 
am ount of it, but it 
is 
a 
question 
whether she would ever Is* a profitable 
cow. 
I would not go to the expense of 
keeping her again for nine months to 
give her another chance. 
You might 
better sell her for beef and buy another 
heifer. 
Occasionally such 
an 
animal 
appears to make the study of livestock 
more uncertain, hut more interesting.

b a ie known heifers coming in in th** back 
pasture where the calf died from some 
eau*** or another, and there was no one 
to milk her, causing the heifer to dry 
op. 
After once dried up, she could not

her milk again.

heifers, when bred again und kept until 
they come fresh, are all right.

I understand it, this heifer, without any 
apparent cause, gave no milk.

match. The latter most effectively sup 
plement tho simple trimming of the giant 
sailor hat of the moment, or thut of the 
mushroom of Tagnl straw. 
Nothing can be simpler to work, says 
The Queen. 
You truce out the requisite 
number of circles enclosing designs upon 
a piece of linen left over from the dress 
and proceed to embroider them all before 
the circles are cut out. 
You can thus. 
if you prefer it, work the designs in a 
frame, which is the most 
sa tis fa c to r y 
method of keeping the rounds In shape 
or carry the work cut in the hand much 
more eusily than if each button were 
embroidered separately. 
H alf a vard of linen will probably be 
sufficient for a set of hatpins and buttons 
but in estimating the amount of material 
It must be borne in mini! that double the 
quantity necessary for embroidering must 
be allowed, as each button or pin must 
be neatly finished at the back with a 
circle of pluin linen, turned and invisibly 
hemmed. 
It is as well to trace the circlet* for 
these plain pieces at the same time as 
those for the embroidery, and both must 
of course be left with ample margins; 
in the one case for turning well over the 
edge of the mould, in the other for turn­ 
ing under the hemming.
